SCHOOL COSTS 


PRESENTED 
BY PIERCE 


Supt. of Schools Walter Pierce put 
the cost of a new High School, to be 
discussed in the coming special town 
meeting, at $13,500.00. The figure 
was given in a discussion at the Rotary 
Club, yesterday noon. 

“What we are toaking about.” he said, 
is more than a new high school. We 
are proposing a Total Building Pro- 
gram. 

He went on to say that the town has 
projected needs for more than just a 
new high school 

Referring to blackboard figures, 
headed needs, he pointed out that there 
are presently 112 elémentary school 
rooms. In 1973. with the start of the 
kindergarten program the need Will 
decrease to 108, 

This. he said, is due to the pre-. 
planning in the newer elementary 
schools, which allow for kindergar- 
ten classrooms. Some of the rooms 
now used by grade school classes are 
actually double rooms, with dividers, 
which would be opened to make more 
space for kindergarten classes. This 
means the amount of useable space 
would remain the same. while the 
number of rooms decreased. 

“We are recemmending the phasing 
out of three elementary schools - 
Swain, Walker and Whitefield, which 
have a total of sixteen rooms’ he said. 
Available rooms would then number 
96, with a need for 108. 

Rhe reasons for the phase-out - in 
clude aging buildings. andmainten- 
ance costs. 

Other figures presented showed a 

need for 45 intermediate schoolrooms 
by 1978, or eight more than presently 
exist. and 138.011 square feet more 
for high school classes.

We are figuring on $50 per square 
foot. he said. We know this sounds 
high. There has been some criticism 
that it is too high for the elementary 
‘schools . . because it is a well-known 
fact that elementary school cobstruc- 
tion is cheaper than high school con- 
struction. 

Pierce explained that the $50 figure 
was ‘an ultimate’, the maximum cost, 
and takes into account such features 
as special equipment and library 
materials. 

The cost of a new High School was 
estimated at $13.5 million plus. the 
plus indicating the uncertainty in- 
volved in the cost of land acquisition. 
The figure to be presented at the 
special Town Meeting will be $13.7 
million, and will include an estimate 
for the cost of the land 


Alternate Plan 


The total cost for an alternate plan 
was estimated to be $12,315,000. Ad- 
ding to existing buildings, Pierce 
explained, would only handle the needs 
projected to 1978. while the Total 
Building Program would satisfy the 
towns’s needs for schoolrooms for 
twice as long, or longer 


Questions 


In answer to questions from the 
members of the Rotary Club. Pierce 
said: If a new high school is built the 
present one will become a junior high 
school. It fits into the intermediate 
school needs with a fairly substantial 
cushion. Forty five rooms will be 
needed. and the high school would 
make 56 rooms available. 

The two existing junior high schools 
would become elementary schools 

Pierce said the School Committee 
had not considered _ pre-fabricated 
school buildings in detail 

Asked what the phased Swain School 
could be. the speaker said it would be 
a fine center for the youth of Wil-

When asked abour federal financial 
assistance. Pierce stated that the 
town could expect a 50 percent reim- 
bursement on either plan, but that 
there were requirements to be met 
first. in plans for adding to existing 
buildings. He said the reimbursement 
would apply only to buildings. and not 
to land acquisition. 

The reason for presenting the pro- 
jected needs, Pierce said, and the 
building programs now. was to show 
the voters what to expect in the future 
rather than to try to sell a new school 
every other year or so.

Omer Houle’s Program 
Helps Wounded Veterans 


A little more than a year ago, 2 
a Wilmington man saw a_ television 
documentary about hospitalized Viet 
Nam veterans and the problems of 
rehabilitation. x3 
“The hospitals were doing a great 
job. as far as the physical condi- 
tion of the veterans, said Omer 
Houle, 48, of 60 Chestnut Street, 
“But there was little being done 
for the patient's mental condition." 
A senior mechanical engineer for 
Raytheon Company in Burlington, 
Houle wondered what he could do to 
help. He decided to try teaching the 
vets, many of whom are disabled and 
lack even a high school education. 
Houle’s idea of a volunteer tutor- 
ial service led to discussions with 
the Administrators of Chelsea Naval 
Hospital, and the formation of a 
program called Schooling for Hos- 
pitalized Veterans (SCHOSVET) 


val in Vietnam. 

The program at present utilizes 
five instructors who tutor patients 
in any of 25 courses ranging from 
English and History to Data Pro- 
cessing and Electronics 

‘First we ask the boys if they'd 
like to further their education. If 
they express an interest in the pro- 
gram, we have them fill out forms 
which beside the usual background 
information asks what subjects are 
of interest to the individual 

‘It's interesting that many of the 
patients, especially those who had 
trouble in high school, want to take 
up History,” added Houle. 

The only requirements for entrance 
into SCHOSVET are that one be a 
hospitalized veteran and have a de- 
sire to learn. 

Support for the program was gained 
from several area firms at the ini 
tiation of founder Houle.

‘We have plans for a newsletter 
and are always looking for more 
volunteers to help expand the program 
into other fields. We have the equip 
ment, materials, and the full support 
of the hospital. Now, we need more 
people.

game of the season. On: the first 
play following the opening kick off 
Newton on a 52 yard run. 
The point after attempt failed and 
the Chargers trailed, 60. 

Following the ensuing kickoff. the 
Charters marched 47 yards in seven 
plays with Randy Foster capping the 
drive with a 9 yard burst off right 
tackle. The rush for the extra

Raider pass was intercepted at the 10 
by Les Peabody. 

The Chargers made their initial first 
down of the game at 5:49 of the third 
period. In the most sustained drive 
by the Wilmington eleven, all after- 
noon, the Chargers moved from their 
own 27 to the Melrose 43 before 
being halted. The drive encompassed 
eleven plays. 

Melrose fumbled on the next series 
of downs with Bob Sferrazza recovering 
at the Red Raiders 41. But the 
Cargers were unable to move the 
ball and Melrose took over. Late 
in the game, the Chargers moved 
to the Melrose 30, their deepest pen- 
etration all afternoon, but a pair of 
incomplete passes foiled the drive 

In the final statistics Melrose made 
3 first downs and 66 yards total 
offense, 65 of which came in the 
first half, while the Chargers netted 
58 yards, after gaining a mere 6 
in the first half. 

In the feaure game of the after- 
noon, Coach Barry's eleven suffered 
its second successive loss this time 
to the tune of 20-6. Playing without 
two starters in the back field, Carl 
Butler did the bulk of the running 
carrying the ball 12 times for 4 
yards. The ‘A’ team is now 2-31 
on the season. 

Midway in the first period, Bob 
Dorval recovered a Melrose fumble 
at the Wilmington 46, and the Chargers 
moved the ball to the Red Raiers 24 
before being halted. Three plays later 
Melrose scored on a 65 yard run 
‘The rush for the extra points failed. 

Melrose scored again at the 3:54 
mark of the second period on a 59 
yard drw play after forcing the 
Chargers ‘to give up the ball at the 
46 yard line 

It was not until late in the period 
952 to be exact, that the Chargers 
scored. This came on a half back 
option pass attenpt for the extra 
points failed and at half. time Mel- 
rose led, 12-6. 

The Red Raiders took the second 
half kickoff and marched 67 yards 
and their third touchdown of the after- 
noon to put the game on ice. The 
14 play drive was highlighted by a 
25 yard touchdown run by the Mel- 
rose Tom Smith who should have 
dropped for a ten yard loss, but he 
alluded four would be tackelers and 
streaked across fiel and into the end 
zone.

The Committee spent the early 
part of that evening interviewing the 
five final candidates for the position 
of Principal of the North Inter- 
mediate School. After the interviews 
were completed, Committee members 
nominated two candidates, Mr. Fay 
and one other person. The vote was 
4 in favor of Mr Fay, and Miss 
Imbimbo and myslef in favor of the 
other candidate. It was not until 
Mr. Fay had already been elected 
to the position on the 4 - 2 vote 
that the vote referred to in the let- 
ter was taken. There was then a 
motion to hire Mr. Fay at a specified 
salary beginning as soon as it could 
be arranged for him to take on the 
position.

On behalf of the League of Women Vot- 
ers of Wilmington and the other 104 
Leagues in the Commonwealth of Mass. 
Iam replying to your editorial challenge 
and ‘critique’ in the Town Crier issue 
dated October 15, 1970, concerning the 
Reduction of the Size of the House of 
Representatives in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

The League and over 150,000 peti- 
tion signers are dismayed that there 
is no referendum question concerning 
the proposed constitutional amendment 
to reduce the size of the House. Many 
people worked very hard and long to 
try to bring this question. before the 
voters of the Commonwealth so that 
they might hear all the pros and cons in 
an open presentation and discussions. 
The VOTERS of Massachusetts then 
would have been able to have a legal say 
in their government particularly the 
size of the legislative body that they 
elect 

To isolate half truths or quote partial 
statistics. as is being done is not be- 
ing fair to the voter and does not eval- 
uate the House Cut Proposal for its 
merit. One such statement is the one 
pertaining to minority representation, 
let us assume that the redistricting 
was carried out fairly, the minority 
Representatives from Boston (House 
ratio 2:240) there would still be 
2 giving a ration of 2:160.

tricia Gagnon, will be responsible for 
drug education in the schools. 

In a recent meeting with the School 
Committee, the Drug Committee sub- 
mitted some suggestions for possible 
areas of concern for drug procedure 
in the schools. Two representatives 
from Wilmington, Les. White of the 
Drug Committee and Bruce McDonald 
of the Board of Selectmen, have been 
active on the Board of-Directors of 
a regional drug treatment and rehab- 
ilita program. The program, 
originating in Lowell under the direc- 
tion of Dr Paul Streudler, is called 
SHARE. 

SHARE is a three-pronged program 
aimed at education and counselling 
to prevent drug abuse, case finding 
and treatment of drug abusers and 
the rehabilitation of the abuse. 

The facilities planned by SHARE will 
include a central unit in the core city 
(i.e. Lowell) to administer the pro- 
gram, day care centers for the rehab- 
ilitation of the ex-addict, and drop-in 
centers in some of the member com- 
munities which will provide counsel- 
ing. The drop-in centers, or staellites, 
will also actively seek out the users 
in the communities to guide them into 
the program 

SHARE is planned to include nine 
member towns, several of which. such 
as Tewksbury and Chelmsford, have 
already approached Town Meeting and 
have been provided with funds to join 
the regional program. Several other 
communities are planning to approach 
Town Meeting in the near future. 
Wilmington is one of these. 

The cost of the entire program will 
be approcimately $280.000 pr year. 
Some of the financing will be pro- 
vided by the State, Federal funds 
and private donations. The remain- 
der will be borne by the local com- 
munities. Each town is assessed 
$.60 per person to raise the money 
The assessment for Wilmington is 
$10,200. 

The Wilmington Drug Committee after 
much extensive research is aware 
that any approach to education and 
rehabilitation of the drug abuser is 
expensive to the local community 
It been estimated that to run a 
drop-in efiter alorie. costs approx: 
imately $30,000 per year. This does 
not cover other programs and other 
faciliteies which SHARE can provide.
